grimed. He'eats his supper in the kitchen, perhaps under the drip- 
pings of somebody's washing which hangs there to dry. His wife Is 
tired and fretful possibly, as well she may be. There is no chance 


-for quiet or ifor social intercourse. The saloon aronnd Ihe corner 
with its bright Ughls, its companionships, its entertainment, invites 
him. It furnishes almost the only opportunity he has for recreation 
and social intercourse. If you slmt thai off, what are you going lo 


offer him in ils'place? Home is the .place for him, you may say. But 
wo must make a home possible for him 'by a more just industrial and 
social syslem. At present the abode of many of our working classes 
are hardly worthy of being called homes. We must therefore fur- 
nish substitutes for and supplements to the home. There are many 
ways of doing that. In our rural communities the grange might fur- 
nish bright, attractive and wholesome Farmer's clubs in the various 
villages and towns. Institutional churches in small towns and Y. M. 
C. A. buildings can do much in a more distinctly religious or Christ- 
ian Way. 
If our churches .would lay aside their denominational dif- 


ferences and unite in social service, much might be done by such 
conVbined effort In. the way of providing social opportunity,' whole- 
some occupations, inlercsls and recreations for Ihose who so sadly 
need them. 'The saloons themselves can be turned into restaurants, 
billiard and pool rooms, clubs and Ihe like. Our public schools could 
be made into social centers.

BEAUTIFYTOWNS 


Suggestions For Their Care In 


the Fall and Winter, 


SELECT THE SMALL SPECIMENS'

Recommended, 
as 


Their Growth Is Questionable—How 
to Keep Them : From Being ' Dam- 
aged— Hints' on Fertilizing.'. 


If you have only a few trees in your 


town and,wish to make It attractive, 
talk trees ana •• shrubs to your council- 
men, 
agitate the question among the 


neighbors of procuring more and have 
them plaited-In the streets and wher- 
ever they will tend to improve the 
community you lire in. Pertinent sug- 
gestions on this Hue ere given in • the 
Chicago Tribune by J. II; Pros',, Chi- 
cago's city forester, who says: 


Now,is the time for citizens and im- 


pro^ement associations to make prep- 
arations to do fall planting. 
< 


Several associations already have or- 


dered trees In large numbers to be.di- 
vided among their members according 
to their orders. This is an admirable 
expression of civic pride. Besides, the 
association can get them, much more 
reasonable by orderlrigi-all the trees 
wanted by its members at once and I 
from the.same nursery. 


Hemember the essentials of tree 


planting. Get a small tree about two 
or two and one-half inches in diame- 
ter one foot from the ground. The 
large trees are not to be recommended 
since their growth 18 questionable. 
Provide a goo.d -foundation for growth 
by making n- hole somewhat larger 
than required by the root system, say

about three feet in diameter anil aboul 
two and oue-hatf feet deep for a two 
and one-half "inch tree. Fill the hole 
with good rich soil, which can be got 
from vacant-lots or purchased from 
the nearbj" 
florists! 
• ' 


. A stout box or Iron tree guard or a 
wire netting protector should be placed 
around the tree trunk so as to protect 
it from hungry horses, careless team- 
sters and tiiq. lawn mower.. It also 
acts as a SHpport. 


Manure and' fertilizer may be ap- 


plied to your trees and shrubs at this 
time of the year. This manure ^hould 
be spread over the ground around the 
tree and left lying until spring, when 
it may be raked together and burned 
or spaded into'the ground. 


Whenever- possible all the leaves 


dropping from the shrubs should be 
left lying on the ground. They furnish 
a winter mulch and form a leaf mold 
which, is as good as any fertilizer. All 
dead wood arid unsightly branches can 
be removed at this time .of the year 
without^ affecting .the tree., Timely 
true trimming'is one of the great es- 
sentials in proper tree development. 


The simplest rule to follow iu trim- 


ming ornamental trees is this:' Cut out 
all the dead wood, withered branches, 
stubs or main trunks, as soon as they 
are 
• seen. All living branches which 


are objectionable should be cut out 
early in the spring. 


All cuts should ibc made with a sharp 


saw, well set. The cut should bo made 
close and parallel with the parent 
branch from which- !t grow, and the 
cut should be left smooth or witk a 
slightly concave surface. The wound 
should then be covered whu a- heavy 
coating of coal tar to aid in keeping 
out the moisture and rot spores. 


Where the tree has been neglected 


and cavities have formed in the trunk 
of the tree something should'bo done 
to stop the increase of the'opening, for 
the rotting • will continue until the 
opening has become* so long as to en- 
circle the greater portion of the tree, 
and very often the entire center has 
been destroyed. 


In cases vliere the life of a tree can 


be prolonged by treating It the cavity 
should 
be 
carefully scraped 
and 


cleaned of all tb.fr dead and decayed 
wood; tieii give it a thorough crush- 
ing or spraying with a solution of cop- 
per sulphate. 
"

vc nltroglycerin the monitor Puri- 
tan was badly damaged 'in Hampton 
roads today after two charges of 200

against her after turret and armor 
belt. 


In a, sinking condition, the vessel 


was rushed to the Norfolk navy yard 
it Portsmouth, Va. 


In the first test the armor of the 


aft turret was badly cracked. 
In the 


second explosion, which was against 
the side of the ship aft, Ihe armor 
plate was badly stove in, and had 
leaks resulted below the waterline, 
Hooding at least one 
big 
compart- 


ment o£ the vessel. 
The rear end 


of the monitor, which was anchor- 
ed in -water only a foot deeper than 
her draft, immediatey sank. 
Water 


began pouring over the after deck 
from the flooded compartment below. 
Rush /orders) were sent te-'the Norfolk 
navy yard to have the monitor taken 
there and placed in dry dock.
